WILL NOT WITHDRAW TROOPa

Anasm, XajS.— Th« intenrentioB 

commnnications from the powers have 
not yet beeu reL-eived. It ia said po«i- 
Hvelj that if the powers insiBt on the 
withdrawal of the Greek troops from 
Oret* ai a oonditioii of mediation, 
Greece will reply that the gp^en war 
•Ten to extermination. 

ThaGreak goremment has notified 
the powers the Grook fleot haw estab- 
liahed an effective blockade of the 
ooaat of Bpinu. 

General Smolenski's troops have 
reached Almyros. One re^.'iment re- 
mained %t Velestino to cover tlie retreat. 
The Torka, perceiving the CJreek move- 
.nent, made an attack in force; bnt 
the regiment fought until late in the 
•veninit and moceeded in reaching Al- 
aTtOB aboat two hoars after the main 
body. The Greek loss is estimated at 
800. 

Two squadrons of dismounted cavalry 
and one field battery have retreated to 
Volo, whence they will be transported 
toAlmyroe. 

Oolonal Manos wirea from Arta that 
the Tnrks have begun a wholaale mass- 
acre of the inhabitants in the interior of 
Epiros. Almoet all the inhabitants of 
the Tillage of Kanvarina have been 
mordered, a few only escaping to the 
moontaias. Fromotiier parts women 
are uTiving at Arta in the most miser- 
able condition, begRintr protection for 
their husbands and children who are 
being munlered by the enraged Turkish 
troops. Many of these potjr creatures 
haTOgone mad. Some are unable to 
artlonlatea single wotrd,oth«n relata 
unspeakable atrocities. 

The blockade of theooastof Epims 
will begin today. Both CJreek squad- 
rons have been ordered there fur that 
purpose. 

The Greek fleet at yolo has been in- 
atmoted not to hinder the entrance of 
the Turks, in order to saTe the town 
from destruction. 

Crowds of volunteers continue to ar- 
rive here, and 2,000 Italians, led by Bio- 
ooui GaxibaUU. laft laat night for the 
frontier. 

The goremment has decided to recall 
SSoffloers and twooompaniet of Sap- 
pers from Orete. 

SITUATION siztP UP.

London, May 8. — The news from the 
seat (if war is still somewliat confusing 
as to the. exact podtions of tlie tirecks; 
but it appears certain that General Smo- 
lanald at Almyros and Domokos is not 
in a geographically strong position. 

The Turks haTO full control of the 
road leading from Thessaly to the val- 
ley of Spherohios and Lamia by the 
Mochluka pass, while no obstacle exists 
to prevent them from advauciuK by 
Turk a pass and ontting off all oomuni- 
cations with Domokos and Lamia. 

At no point during the retreat of the 
Greeks from Pharsalos on Wednesday 
was there any tiling like a rout, al- 
though the ranks were mowed by Turk- 
ish shrapnel. 

The Turkish lines advance quietly 
and irn sititably, the gaps closing up in- 
stantly, as if the men were not only in- 
different but actually unconscious of the 
fire. 

The Greek wounded who were found 
at PharsaloK said that the Greeks hardly 
mndt' a pause after enuring the town, 
the retreat beginning almost immedi- 
ately. Tliey left behind them great 
quantities of army biscuits, a. SIX) shells, 
a large store of musketry and ammuni- 
tion, but they tof)k their field guns. 

The Greek luss is e.stiinated at 2.jO. 
The streets of Pharsalos are now full of 
Turkish soldiery chatting Kaily ami 
drinking ea^'erly at the wells. All the 
adjoining villages are deserted exct;pt

TURKIY FAVORS MEDIATION. 

Latatt Mawfl of tha Warfare Received at 
Coastantlnople. 

OoNSTANTiNOPUt, May 8.— The pro- 
posed mediation of the powers between 

Turkey and Greece is viewed M'ith 
favor by the Turkish government. 

ThA authorities of Erzerouiu have 
b6ep ordsred to hold 1 1 regiments of the 
famous Hani^eh cavalry in readiness 
in case they are wanted for serTioes in 
Thessaly. 

A battalion of Redifs has been sent to 
the island of MytiUue as a preouition 
against a possible landing of tha Greeks 

The Turkish government has received 
the following olticial dispatch from 
Pharsalos: "At dawn the imperial 
troops having attiu ked the enemy occu- 
pying Pnorsalos, from which place a 
portion of the (ireek troops had ah-eady 
begun to retreat during the night. A 
division of the cavalrv pursued the en- 
emy on the road to Domokos, and the 
division of Khairi Pasha has been or- 
dered to advance in that direction. The 
Greeks left ammunition and proTisions 
at Pharsalos" 



Tarha Wnt Sooii PoMaaa Tolo. 

Velestino, May 8.— The Turkish 
forces have reached the outskirts of 
Volo. As jet there is no confirmation 
of the rumors that the town has already 
fallen ; but in any case its capture is 
only an affair of a few hours, as the de- 
fenses on the laud side are very feeble. 

A portion of the Greek forces has re- 
treated by the coast road to Almyros, 
from which point it will probably be 
convened bv sea to Lamia, and rejoin 
the rest of the army at Domokos. 

Tnrke Shell a Train. 

Lamia, May 8. — On the Greeks with- 
drawing from Velestino, a Turkish bat- 
tery, whloh had adTanced nnobserred 
from the further side of the railway. 

suddenly shelled a train conTeying the 

wounded and another which h;i(l jnst 
Just arrived from ^'oIo. Five stiells Tea 
exceedingly close before the train with 
the wounded started. The spectators 
and the volnntasn oa tha platform 
stampeded. 

Oraaka WHhdntwn From Kplraa. 

London. May 8. — A di8i)atch to The 
Daily Chronicle from Patras says that 
the Greeks have now withdrawn from 
Epirus, the last having crossed the 
bridge into Arta on Monday. Arta is 
being put in a state of defense, and the 
?;'urks are awaiting the arriTal of artil- 
' Iry before as>;aulting it. 

Cablnrt CrUU In Greece. 

London, May 8.— The Athens corre- 
siwndeut of The Daily News says : "It 
is persistontly mmond that a cabinet 
crises is impending. M. Ralli and his 
colleagues adTOcate energetic prepara- 
tions to continue the stinggle, while 
1 the king desires to avoid further blood- 
shed." 

OarmMij^ Damands. 

London, May 8.— It is stated here 
that Germany still clogs the negotia- 
tions for mediation by the powers by 
insisting upon the evacuation of Crete 
and the unconditional acceptance by 
(jreooe of sooh tevms as tha powers Kf- 
prove.

Johnny ThoBMW Stiaka to HIa Poet Amid 
BtostaC llwiee of Dynamite. 

HoroHTON, Mich., May 8.— With a 
box containing 200 pounds of dynamite 

on tiro 10 feet away from him, John 
Thomas, a boy who runs a compressed 
air hoisting engine in the Tamarack 
mine, stuck to his post and saTcd the 
lives of the men at work in the mine by 
his wonderful bruTery. Ten seconds 
after Thomas had hoisted the men to 
the level the dynamite exploded, smash 
ing the engine to pieces and doing other 
damage, bnt the men and the boy to 
whom they owe their lives were in 
places of suJfety. 

The miners working in tlie '.'"il level 
ha<l put seven cases of dynamite in a 
box for future use. At noon a miner, 
accompanied by Thomas, went to the 
box and found it on fire. Thoimvs went 
to his post, gave the alarm to tlie mim tk 
in the level below and ran his eiijiine 
until he had hoisted them out. He then 
fled. The alarm of tire caused great ex- 
citement, but no miners ware injured 
in the rush to reach daylight.

New York, May 8.— B. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says 
Neany all will be astonished to learn 
the actual saica in April by leading 
houses in each line of bosineRS in the 
principal cities east of the Rocky moun 
tains average only about 10 per cent less 
than in April, lH{)-2, the year of the 
larp»>st bu.^iiiiess liitherto, and were (i. I 
per cent more than in the same moirth 
last year. Yet this is the 8unim..ry of 
;i">7 reports, each covering ac'ual sales 
of leading merchants in a line of busi- 
ness in one of 11 cities. They are esjie- 
cially encouraging in view of the grt at 
fall of prices within the live years, and 
with oxceptif)nal floods and other re- 
tarding influences this year. 

While speculative business in nearly 
nil lines is small, and does not swell 
clearinghouse returns, as in previous 
years, the volume of legitimate trade 
shows no con esi)on(ling decrease and 
the fact is one of the highest import- 
an: A in all business calcohitious. More- 
over returns of failures for April by all 
branches of business, given only by the 
mercantile agency, show decrease in 
number, amount and average of liabili- 
ties in almost every branch of t:-ude and 
in nearly all branches of manufacture 
except cotton, although failures of five 
New Bedford mills for $7,!i!K),7-18 make 
the total defaulted liabilities for the 
month 40 per cent larger than last year, 
00 per cent larger that in 18! 5 and i\2 
per cent larger than 1804. The value of 
reports tradng failures to particular 
lines of busiaesB is impmsiTeiy illus- 
trated. 

Crop prospects are a little bett' r for 
cotton beL-ause of the passing off of 
floods and the increase of acreage else- 
where, and for spring wheat because 
the customary aooonnts of injury to 
winter wheat begin to appear and stini- 
nlato larger sowfiig of spring wheat as 
usuaL Western receipts continue larger 
than last year, :v,848,(i08 bushels against 
2,20S,97>, and Atlantic exports also in- 
crease, amounting to 1,408,167 bushels, 
flour included, against 1,040,167 last 
year. The weak'a axpartsof com, 2,- 
725,048 bushels, ar* smaller than in 
other rcoeat wedni. The wheat market 
declined 2 cents until Tuesday and then 
rose 1 1-2 cents. Liverpool speculations 
lifted cotton to 7.7S oants, but it has lost 
a sixteenth, and tha consumption in 
manufacture does aoC appear to ba in- 
creasing. 

The demand for cottoa goods has not 
met expectations, and neither the pro- 
longed curtailment of produotion by 
many mills, the large distribution of 
goods since NoTcmber, nor the great 
auction sale has yet sufficed to reduce 
the Bontlus of goods. Print cloths are 
again lower at 2.44 cents, the lowest 
point ever reached in previous years, 
and though some kinds of goods have 
found sufficient demand to adTauce 
prices a little, the expectation of better 
prices and larger consumption in future 
still seems to push the mills to exceed 
pr( sent wants. 

The same is true of wool manufacture 
in many branches, for orders and sales 
thus far do not call for as large produc- 
tion as appears, though it is yet much 
below the ma.xinmm, but the Increasing 
demand has been encf)uniging. Sales 
of wool at prices tirm but no longer 
using fall much below recent records, 
indicating that speculators are growing 
less sure of early profits in view of cior- 
nious supplies on hand. At the three 
chief markets they were b,(»i."),,;0O 
pounds, of which ."),T4 I.COO weroforeitn, 
and in five weeks the sales l.'ave been 
^li,7;{T. sr.u pounds, a<j:aiuat 24i,ii2 7,100 in 
the same we> k of ls92, when the aiUs 
were all employed. 

The anticipation of better pri'-es and 
preat increase in demand pushed pro- 
duction BO far in iron and steel manu- 
facture that four furnaces in ea.steru 
Pennifylvania, and others in the Puis- 
burg region and Ohio, liave stopi:ed. 
Bessmer pi^ at Pittsburg has declined 
to fil.-lO and.^'rey forge to f~^.40, pres.sure 
to sell biUets lowers thei)\ to 14, tank 
steel plates have sold below 1 cent, and 
common bars at 90 cents per 100 fK.unds 
with bla'-k sheets in li^ht demand at 
11.80 for No. 27. Yet the structural 
w<irks are well employed on old orders 
with others coming in. one of 2(>.i)0() 
toi.s for the Montri al Lrul>,'e and others 
at the east and at Chicago. The r..il 
works are all busy on o-de^-; taken 
months ajro, ihouKh there are f'.o-.ts to 
revive the pool. Une contract for 10,- 
0(Mi tons steel plates is reported and 
some of the tinjilate wcirks are .«o.d 
ahead for the year. 

The visible supply of tin hivs increased 
8.000 tons in Ap.il and the pnce is « 
shade lower, at 18.25 cents. 

The heavy sales of lake co] per are be- 
lieved to cover some large consumers 
for most of the year. 

Failures for the past week have been 
tSl in the United States against 238 
hut year, and 36 in Canada, against 24 
last year.

The crime was 
committad a farmhand named Wil 
liam Pooch, who had been sheltered by 
the family over night. Tha dead and 
wounded are. 

Alexander Ha^, aged 48, killed ont 
right. 

Mrs. Harris, aged 44, killed. 

Helen Vesbach, the hired girl, fatally 
w^ounded. 

Ne'son McHolt, the hired man, prob 
ably fatady wounded. 

I'^arly Thursday evening Poucli, who 
had worked for Mr. Harris about two 
year.^ ago, called at the house and re- 
quested lodging over niglit. He was 
taken in, ate sunper and w as assi^'iu d a 
room. About ii o'cUx-k yesterday morn 
ing Mr. Harris and the hired man ariwo 
and went to the yard to milk the cows, 
Mrs. Hams and the hired girl remain- 
ing to prejiare brcakfi.st for the family 

Pouch left liis rcHim r|uietly and going 
to the yard where the men were milk- 
ing the cows, bade thein go(~d morning 
Harris and the hired man wire sit- 
ting on stoo's near each other, and 
before they were aware of an evil-doing 
Pi U' h drew a revolver and tired at tho 
f.iriuer. killing him almost iiisrantly 
The murderer then turned the weapon 
on the hired man and shot him in the 
body, inflicting a probably fatal wound 
Tho man fell motionless on the ground 
and Pouch evidently supposed hiin 
dead. 

The terrible sight did not unnerve the 
murderer, for he left his victims where 
they fell and walked leisurely to the 
kitchen of the fariiilii;use. There he 
met Mrs. Han-is and the hired girl and 
chatted plea.santly with tlie'ii. He said 
Mr. Harris would not be in for a few 
minutes, and that he would partake of 
bis breakfast at once. The woman 
waited upon the mnsteer, who seemed 
to relish the meal. 

After concluding his breakfast. Pouch 
arose from the table and started to w^olk 
toward the door, bat suddenly wheeled 
around, and, before the women realized 
what was about to happen, he shot 
Mrs. Harris in the breast and then fired 
at the hired girl. The farmer's wife 
fell to the floor with a fatal wound, and 
expired soon afterward. 

After finishing his bloody work the 
murderer mounted a bicycle and rode 
away. He started in a southwesterly 
direction over the Mukwonago road, 
and the supposition is that he is headed 
for Burlington. A posse of farmers U 
in hot pursuit, and the chances are that 
he will be captured. They openly tow 
that they will lynch him. 

The supposition of the authorities is 
that the man is either insane or that he 
committed the terrible deed in order to 
hide evidence of another crime. The 
manner in which the murders were 
committed show plainly that he had 
been deliberate in arranging his plans, 
and had carried them out to the letter. 

Mr. Harris was one of the best-known 
farmers in the county, and was quite 
well-to-do. Poach had worked for nim 
some time daring tha snnuasr of lf^95, 
and nothing oocnrred so tar as known 
to cause enmity between them. He is 
described as about 6 feet high, SO years 
of age, wears a mustache and has blue 
eyes. 

It has been discoTered that after 
shooting his victims. Pouch went up- 
stairs and robbed the house. 

A HOLY W ArT 

The Latest Phaia of the Preeent Vprlilns 

in Mc'iuktlur. 

Nkw Yokk, May 8. — A special to Th« 
Herald from Panama, Colombia, says : 
The revolution in Ecuador, according to 
all advices recelTed, seems to be in the 
nature of a holy war. Among the lead- 
ers of the rebels are many priests. Th« 
uprising, which started in the provinces 
of Cauur and Chimborazo, while not as 
serious as was theoght at first, is still 
causing some apprehension. There has 
been no considerable moTcment so far 
ns known in the other proTinoes in the 
same direction, but the trouble contin- 
ues in the two prorinces named. 

In the attack on the dtv of Riobama- 
ba, a few days since, the rebels met 
with heavy reverses. A Jeiuit superior, 
who was with the rebels, was killed and 
two of the principal leaders ef the reb- 
els. Ohiroboea and Oostales, wers taken 
prisoners. £ighty>two others were cap- 
tured, among them 82 priests. 

The rebels are reoemng the aid of a 
small faction of libenUs, who ara dis- 
contented with preTailing co nditions.

COLUMBUS, LIMA AND MILWAUKES

Lima, O., May 8.— It is reported here 
that the C'ineinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
t<m company is making an effort to 
purchase tho Columbus, Lima and Mil- 
waukee roal, which comprises the road- 
bed between this city and Defiance and 
southward as far as Bellefontaine. The 
road is graded and bridged, and would 
have been completed several years ago 
had it not been for the failure of the 
Lima National bank of which the pro- 
moter, B. C. Faurot, was the heaviest 
stockholder. 

When th> Lima Northern road was 
talked of an effort was made to purchase 
the property of the Colunbus, Lima 
and Slilwaukee road, but without sue* 
cess, and i«roceedings were begun in 
the United States court to get control 
of the road, but that also also failed, so 
another line was taken up and built. 

The Ciuoinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
company is desirous of getting aline 
through the northwestern part of the 
stata and up through Michigan, now 
that its line is paralleled by the Lima 
Northern road, which will be extended 
to the Lake Michigan coast, and the 
purchase of the Columbus, Lima and 
Milwaukee road would give it the de- 
sired outlet. Officials of the company 
have been looking up the matter tlhe 
past week and developments are expect- 
ed soon.

SUrtling Charges IIIMe Rsgartiig the 
Ckair Contract The InvPNtigitUlf 
CesiBiittee at Werk. 



FRAxaroBT, Kv., May 6.— The Repub- 
licans on the Penitentiary Investigating 
Committee again broke a quorum to^y. 
Meisrs. Hays, Goebel and Bronsto^ de- 
cided to go ahead themselves and hear 
testimony. They only tailed two wit- 
nesses, but heard some of the most sen- 
sational testimony everjr tOld In Ken- 
tucky about inhuman treatment of pris- 
oners, brutality ot officers and other 
things not dreamed of whan the commis- 
sion began its work. 

This testimony is almost too revolting 
to be believed. John Doe, a two-year 
convict, from Covington, was released 
yesterday. He is a man of intelligence, 
whatever may have been his moral status 
before he became a prisooan He testi- 
fied that he never had been punished 
himself, had neverbeen mistreated in any 
way, and had no motive in making his 
alleged expose except in the interest of 

humanity and the huudradl of convicts 
who were afraid to tell tha Story them- 
selves. He told of doBUM of eases of the 

brutal flogging of men, women and child- 
ren, of the rack, thumb, stall, dungeon, 
suffocation, &c., giving names, dates and 
every detail. During his testimony Doe 
said: 

"The system of stiapping as a punish- 
ment haa been reioetated since the 
present Warden has had charge. Twenty- 

tive or thirty men are strapped every

week for trivial ofienses. The strap 
wielded by a big strong oonvict, and it 
draws blood every 1 ii k. The marks show 
for a month after the strapping. One of 
the twelve-TaaiK>Id boy convicts was 
strapped this way until tha blood ran 
from his back. 

"One of the negro female convicts, who 
was encionte, was tied up by her thumbs 
for several hours and died from the 
elTects. Another negro woman named 
Fanny Harvey, from Covington, was se- 
verely strapped. Wm. Trusty, of Wall 
ing and Jackson fame, was tied up by 
the wrists for several hours, and while in 
that position had a fit and broke his arm 
during the convulsions. 

"George Manly had both hands tied 
behind him and cme' foot raised up and 
chained to his hands and compelled to 
stand on one foot in this position all 
night. I was never punished myself, 
but was allowed six months off my two 
years' sentence for good behavior, 
simply tell these things in the interest of 
the other prisoners who are frequently 
beaten and never have a chance to dis 
prove any charge a guard or any other 
official brings against them." 

Herman Albin, of Louisville, testified 
that Attorney ("lentral Tayler, who is an 
ex-ofiicio member of the Sinking Fund 
Commission which awarded the contract 
last year to Martin & Co., of Chicago, 
for the output of the prison chair factory, 
is now the attorney for Martin A Co., 
and has appeared in open court in his 
clientb' behalf. He said further that the 
price at which Martin de Oo. received the 
chairs from the State was actually less 
than the cost of materials used to make 
the chairs. 

Mr. Albin declared that the SUte is 
paying Martin a bonus to take the chairs 
at prices that are driving all free labor 
chair-makers out of the business, that the 
Lonisvillo Chair Company was foieed to 
quit business and throw several hundred 
man out of employment becausO of the 
ruinously low prices for which Martin 
could sell cliairi"; that all other chair 
factories in Kentucky had to quit manu 
facturing chairs of tha aama grade that 
Martin sold, and had to cut down the 
number of their employes nearly one 
half. 

Albin further stated that his company 
had presented a bid at the time the coU' 
tract was let to Martin which proposed 
to take at least $180,000 worth of chairs 
each year, to pay idl the expenses of 
guarding, clothing and feeding the con 
vicla employed in making the chairs, 
and, hi addition to this, to pay tha State 

10 per cent, profit on the $180,000 worth 
of chairs fur the first year and 12^ per 
cent, each year thereafter during the 
continuance of the contract, yet this bid 
was turned down for one by which the 
State is losing money hand over flat 

Albin said that after Martin secured 
the contract he assigned or sold it to the 
Frankfort Chair Company, an Ohio cor- 
poration, and that Martin's chief bonda- 
luuu was the Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee of Connecticut, showing 
that politic!^ cut HomaflguMinthaawanf 
ing of the contract.

Fh.'ixkfort, Kv., May 6.— There were 
just eighteen Senators present when the 
Senate was called to order this morning, 
being two leas than a quorum. Of this 
number fourteen were Democrats am 
four Republicans. The other Republi 
cans have deserted their posts to bunt 
pie in Washington. 

There was some routine work that coiiU 
be done without a quorum, so an ad 
jonmment was not had at 6noe. 

Senator Goebel offered a new bill re 
lating to election laws, as follows: 

That wlifutvcr the County ludRO of auy 
County sliiill be a candidate for any oSico to bo 
votod for iu said county, all daUes wbloU by 
law be is required to discbarge pertalnlDg to the 
election iu the j'ear of hit candidacy ihall dC' 
voire upon aud be performed by tbe SbertfTof 
iho county, unless be Is also a candidate for any 
office, in which event tbe County Clerk shall dis 
charge the said duties, nnlciif be also Is a like 
oaadtdate for auy ofllc*, In wblcb event the Cir' 
cult Judge shall nam* on* of tbe Mnglitrates of 
tbe oounty who U not a candidate lor olBoe io the 
same year, or U none, there be appointed lome 
good dUien who ia not such candidate. 

Mr. Stephenson presented a new bill, 
which was at once dubbed tbe " Fusion 
bill," which proposes to amend the eleC' 
tion law so that when a candidate has 
been nominated for any otliee by tha 
conventions of two or more partlaa his 
name shall ba printed on tha l>allot un- 
der the device ct each party ao nomhui' 
ting him. 

In the House Mr. StoU's bill to uke 
from the Governor and give to the 
Asylum Commissioners of each asylum 
the power to appoint all the asylum 
officers and employes, was passed. It 
puts the salary of Superintendents at $1,' 
800; First Assistant Physician, $1,100; 
Second Assistant, . 9000; Third Assistant, 
$7f0; Steward, tl.lOO; Treasurer, $600; 
Receiver, $500. 

The Phelps bill to prevent the spread 
of the San Josa scab among fruit trees was 
passed. The bill provides that the Pro- 
fessor of Entomology at tbe State Collage 
absll be tha State Entomologist, whose 
duty shall be to examine all nurseries 
and orchards and expend not exceeding 
f400 per year in exterminating the evil. 

The bill to amend the election law so 
that tbe polls should open 6 o'clock 
instead of 7 o'clock was diwussed for over 
an hour. A amendment making the 
amendment apply only to cities of tbe 
second class was lost, and linally the bill 
went into the orders of the day because 
a quorum failed to vote on it. 

Mr. Tborne, from the Conference Com- 
mittee, appointed to consider his bill re- 
ducing Sheriff's fees for selling real es- 
tate for taxes from $2 to 75 cents. The 
committee agreed on a compromise, fix- 
iug the fee at $1.50, but requiring the 
Sherifl" to uake affidavit that there was 
no personal property out of which the 
taxee could tiave been made. The con- 
ference report was adopted without op- 
position, and will likely be adopted by 
the Senate. .

Patience and skill are accomplishing a 
miracle in thecaaeoi Alvin Bums, whole 
a patient at the Good Samaritan Hoe- 
pital, with both legs almost crushed to a 
pulp. The accident attended by this de- 
plorable reaolt occurred about two weeks 
ago near Grayson, Ky. Burns was then 
a conductor on a C. and 0. train. When 
be waa brought to tbe boapttal it aeemad 
self-evident that both legs would have to 
be amputated. It was found upon care- 
ful examination that both the fibia and 
tibia of the right leg were broken in 
forty places, and that the left foot waa 
completely crushed. 

Burns, is of powerful physique, only 
twenty-nine years old, and in this lay the 
hope of the physician in attendance tiiat 
he might save the man from an amputa 
tion. Preliminary to the work of remov 
ing the splintered hone the patient re 
ceived a bi-cblohde bath, after which tbe 
injared limba were wrapped in ateriliaed 
gaiue and placed in splints. After a cer 
tain time these were removed and since 
than, day after day, partidea of splintered 
bone have been taken away. The pro- 
cess is tedious, but painless to the patient 
under an anesthetic, requiring great skill 
and caution to attain the desired reault. 
It will require many more operationa 01 
thia character before all the dead and 
aplintered bone is removed, but when 
this is aeeompliabed it ia expected that 
nature will supply new bona and a ootn 
plete recovery will be efliected.

at MIohlgaa City, Ind. 

Laporte, Ind., BlayS.— Henry Jones, 
the slayer of four men, waa executed in 
the northern priaon yeaterday morning. 
Jonea went to bia doom atoically. He 

even assisted the gnarda in adjusting 

the straps. When asked if he had any- 
thing to say before the black cap was 
drawn he shook his head, and, after a 
prayer, Deputy Warden Kinney pnlled 
the trigger of tiM trap and Jones' body 
shot into Bpaoe. The fall of six feet 
broke his neok, and 15 minntea after the 
drop the phyaioiana pronounced him 
dead. 

Jonea ahot another colored nmn at 
Indianapolia over a orap game and waa 
sentanced for Ufa. The prinoinal wit- 
neaa against him was fidward Jones, 
also colored, who later waa sent to 
prison. Edward Jonea waa aeateddi 
rectly in front 'of Henrv Jones during 
reliKioua aorvioea at tnf chapel a few 
montha aga The laat named had atolen 
a oaaeknue at the dinner table and 
sharpened it to the keenneaaa of a raaor, 
and in the preaenoe of several hundred 
convicts he stabbed Edward Jonas to 
death. He waa convicted of murder in 
the first degree and waa aantenoed to be 
hanged. 

Jones confessed to having committed 
murders at Jacksonville, Tla., Savan- 
nah, Oa., Indianapolis and the one for 
which he was hanged. He waa a deS' 
perate character, having made three at 
tempts during imprisonment to kill 
guards and oonvicts. 

Jones* remains were bnried In the 
potters' field. His body was followed 
to the grave by one man, Chaplain Al 
bri^-ht, who conducted brief religious 
services. No autopsy was made. ,
